Dear Hal, 



Am sending this hasty letter to you because of the en- 
closed zeroz copies on the Shaw interview which allegedly took 
place the week before he was accused by Garrison of participating 
in a conspiracy to kill JPK» 

I do want to respond to your very long letter to me of 
April 22 , 1969 and I don't want you to & think I've ignored it.’ 

I shall answer all the questions you ra* raised in your letter 
within two or three days from this letter. 

With that letter I shall enclose an interesting report 
on Jesse Gore relating to Shaw, which I am sure you have never 
seen beforei' I got it from KCBS radio siation in S,i'.(I don't 
have to tell you who this is but you can probably guess). The 
interesting thing about it is that little publicity was given to 
it at the time,' I know, for I have Kwaidi searched all my newspaper 
reports of that day( 3 / 2 / 67 ) and see nothing on it. It's sur-. 

prising wha-t one can find by going back over old material,’ Accord- 
ing to this report I have Gore gave Shav/ a memo on Oswald after he 
had demonstrated in front of the Trade Mart.* I'll point out the 
other interesting items included in this KGBS report in my next 
letter. 



You may be interested in knov/ing that both Penn Jones and 
Mark Lane were in tovm this past week each staying for only one 
day. Lane left immediately after he gave a talk in Oakland to fly 
to Washington(state) , Lane had little to offer that was new and it 
v/as only toward the end of his talk that he dwelt on the trial in 
New Orleans, The beginning of his talk £ referred to the proof of 
multiple assassins with the use of a blackboard which must tire 
people by now, even those v/ho have never heard it before, I tried 
to get Penn on radio and TV but he was tvimed down, Joe Dolan said 
he would call back if he were interested in having him on his after- 
noon talk show but never did, Jim Dunbar, of the ”M Show” (this is 
the one I set up for you), said he wasn't interested in having Penn • 
on and said it was a dead issue as far as he was oondemed,* In fact, 
Dunbar said that he turned down Lane so v/hy should he have Penn? 

I did, however, hold a reception for Penn at my girl friend's 
home and we had about 15 people over mostly those from the class 
I used to hold at S.P, State Gollege,’ Penn seemed awfully discouraged, 
talked about leaving this country, I tr^d to lift up his spirits but 
all he could tell me was that another n^wpaper is being set up in 
Midlothian and that it was obvious they ^ the right wing) wanted to 
mm him out of town,* He still defended Boxley and pooh-poohs the story 
about Gary Sanders "exposing Boxley” as a GIAman since, Penn said, 
Gary had known Boxley for several months. Why, asked Penn, if Gary 
had recognized Boxley as a man who tried to recruit him into the 
GIA, did he have to wait for so long before exposing him? I don't 
know all the details about the Sanders-Boxley episode but I do recall 
Fred Newcombe showing me a letter which I believe Gary Schoener ^

I see that Broadway producer, David Merrick, recently met 
with Shaw in New York and is interested in doing a play on Shaw 
and the Nev/Orleans trial ; How serious the two are I cannot say but 
it reminds me of a remark I read recently which said that Merrick 
was quite sad that San Francisco didn't have its predicted earthquake 
in April because now he couldn't do a play on it,- 

\Vhen I send you my next letter in response to your lengthy one 
oi April 22, I'll also enclose the article that appeared in the latest 
American Opinion, Medford Bvans is now saying that "almost certainly" 
the CIA was involved and winds up defending Garrison for his brave 
defense of his position that the V/arren Commission was a fraudulent 
body designed to cover up the truth. It is well worth quoting and 
I know you'll get a kick out of it. 

Have you heard anything about the suicide of Pred North's 
daughter? The report I have is that Paul Harvey made the announcement 
on his program about May 2nd and said she killed herself with a shot- 
gim, I know nothing further about this and have seen no newspaper re- 
ports of this.
